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Applicant's arguments filed 9 June 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues on Page 4 of the Instant Amendment that Parasnis fails to teach capturing during the live presentation electronic still 
images for display. The Office respectfully disagrees. Parasnis teaches that live content from a broadcast presentation may include 
visual aspects of the presentation, such as a view of the presenter during the live presentation. Parasnis teaches that the view of the 
presenter captured during the live presentation may be replicated on the plurality of receiving computers thereby enhancing the online 
presentation (See Parasnis, Column 4, lines 13-17). 

Applicant argues on Page 5 of the Instant Amendment that Parasnis fails to teach synchronizing change over from one electronic still 
image to another with the audio recording. The Office respectfully disagrees. Parasnis teaches that a data stream comprising data 
corresponding to the live portion of the presentation is generated and streamed to the plurality of receiving computers via the network. 
Parasnis further teaches that the data stream is produced by encoding digital audio and video signals respectively produced by audio 
and video capture equipment into an active streaming format (ASF), which is suitable to streaming data over computer networks such as 
the Internet (See Parasnis, Column 4, lines 27-34). Parasnis further teaches that as the ASF stream is received, it is decoded by a 
media player module running on each receiving computer, thereby replicating the live content portion of the presentation in real-time (See 
Parasnis, Column 5, lines 7-15). 

Applicant argues on Page 6 of the Instant Amendment that Parasnis fails to teach automatically capturing still image data from an image 
in response to an initiation and audio data associated with the display of the image. The Office respectfully disagrees. Parasnis teaches 
that live content from a broadcast presentation may include visual aspects of the presentation, such as a view of the presenter during the 
live presentation. Parasnis teaches that the view of the presenter captured during the live presentation may be replicated on the plurality 
of receiving computers thereby enhancing the online presentation (See Parasnis, Column 4, lines 13-17).
